He d id not mention either It­ 
aly or Ethiop ia by name in his

In calling

Catholics

sired by all—p eace to those who 
are near and p eace to those who 
are far; and to su p p licate a t 
least a less intolerable bu rd en for 
the life for a world worn to ex ­ 
hau stion by the rav ages of a 
great d ep ression.”

There are a good many readers of the news­ 
p ap ers who are co nstrained to refer to the news 
co ntents of these p u blications with fine scorn 
and are ev er disp araging the accu racy of the in­ 
fo rmatio n which the p u blic p rints p u rv ey . Su ch 
is the withering co ntemp t with which these cen­ 
soriou s indiv idu als affect to regard the efforts of 
p u blishers to p rov ide news intelligence while 
the same is fresh, that when info rmatio n is fair­ 
ly and tru thfu lly p resented, the critics are care­ 
fu l to withhold a word of commendation. They 
accep t it all as a matter of cou rse. 
That the newsp ap ers alone are no t resp onsi­ 
ble for inaccu racies in their own colu mns, has 
been demo nstrated many times. Nearly ev ery 
great catastro p he, whether local or foreign, the 
narrativ es of no two p ersons will be fou nd to be 
in harmo ny as to ju st what did occu r. 
Pu blishers of rep u table p ap ers make ho nest 
endeav ors to obtain the news withou t bias. In 
the narro w local field, there are a dozen widely 
v ary ing accou nts of ev ery ev ent, and no t in­ 
freq u ently the p erson whose v ersion is faithfu lly 
rep rodu ced in p rint and who discov ers later his 
own erro r is the first to denou nce the “u nrelia­ 
bility ” of the rep o rt and with ev ery imaginable 
rheto rical genu flex ion, ex coriates the p ap ers for 
their chronic q u arrel with the tru th. 
Occasionally one of these immacu late monitors 
of society rashly breaks into p rint ov er his own 
signatu re, taking a firm p osition on a p u blic 
matter as he sees it and it is rare indeed that 
he remains within gu nshot of the facts, and he 
is generally remorselessly p icked to p ieces by 
o ther self-co nstitu ted critics. 
With u nreliable p eop le giv ing the newsp ap ers 
u nreliable info rmation which in the whirl of 
daily activ ity it is imp ossible to v erify , it is ex ­ 
trao rdinary that the newsp ap ers p resent the 
news as accu rately as they do.
